Belgian Gives Life to Blow Up

SWEDEN ON GUARD 
AS IF EXPECTING 
NAZIS IN 24 HOURS 


Leland Stowe Reports State 
of Silent Alarm as Ru- 
mors of Impending Inva- 
sion Sweep Nation.

STOCKHOLM, May 13. — The 
Swedish Government and Sweden's 
national defense forces are passing 


this Whitsuntide Monday in an un- 
precedented state of acute prepar- 
edness which may accurately be 
compared to the “silent alarm” 
which is sometimes used in air 
raid warnings. A series of rumors 
and a number of inexplicable devel- 
opments have raised the question 
whether this last, free, peaceful 
Scandinavian country may be at- 
tacked within the next 48 or pos- 
sibly 24 hours. 

It is impossible to judge whether 
the present situation is merely a 
gigantic bluff—one more move in 
the rapidly accentuating the war of 
nerves—or whether Sweden may 
suddenly be confronted by the ne- 
cessity of defendng its integrity on 
land, sea nd in the air. 

But evidence is most convincing 
on all sides that the Swedes are 
ready to resist aggression from 
whatever quarter it may come and 
that this is the one northern nation 
which possesses armed strength of 
exceptional proportions, All observ- 
ers here agree that if attacked Swe- 
den will fight and fight hard. 
Any such necessity seemed far 
removed until Saturday afternoon. 

Nazi Ship Tries to Enter. 
Today’s Aftonbladet publishes an 
illuminating dispatch which states 
that a mysterious 25,000-ton troop 
transport ignored Swedish warn- 
ings yesterday and entered the 
outer reaches of Gothenburg Har- 
bor. The unidentified troop ship 
withdrew only after several Swedish 
submarines and squadrons of Swe- 
dish planes sped directly toward it. 
According to this newspaper, the 
transport is now anchored outside 
territorial waters off Marstrand. 
At noon today it was stated that 
the vessel had been identified as a 
German hospital ship. 

This incident followed earlier re- 
ports of suddenly increased ship 
movements in the Baltic in the di- 
rection of the Swedish coast, and 
the Gulf of Bothnia. Reports have 
also reached here to the effect that 
Finnish sailors in the Port of Me- 
mel last week saw foreign vessels 
there being painted with Finnish 
colors. Obviously, any supposed 
merchant ships desiring to enter 
the Gulf of Bothnia and approach 
Sweden’s inner coast would attract 
much less attention normally if 
blazened with Finland’s white cross 
against a blue background.

War with all our 
might and with all the strength 
God has given us, and to wage 
war against a monstrous tyranny 
never surpassed in the dark and 
lamentable catalogue of human 
crime. That is our policy. 

“You ask, what is our aim? I 
can answer in one word. It is 
victory. Victory at all costs—vic- 
tory in spite of all terrors—victory 
however long and hard the road 
may be, for without victory there 
is no survival. 

“Let that be realized. No sur- 
vival for the British Empire, no 
survival for all that the British 
Empire has stood for, no survival 
for the urge, the impulse of the 
ages, that mankind shall move for- 
ward toward his goal. 

“I take up my task In buoyancy 
and hope. I feel sure that our 
cause wil] not be suffered to fail 
among men. 

“IT feel entitled at this juncture 
to claim the aid of all and to say,

Liberals Give Support.

Needed Publicity for War Profits. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE confusion which Leland Stowe re- 
SD entes from Oslo after the German 
invasion may be explained, in part, by 
the fact that the daily papers were sup- 
‘pressed. Here or in Norway, private re- 
flection on political subjects is unorig- 
inal, a regrindifg of material taken from 
newspapers. 

When left to our own brain processes, 
we are as helpless as the housewife who, 
accustomed to electricity, suddenly has to 
get along without it. 

Although I keep a candle and a match 
for emergencies, I want the best I can 
afford in electric service. And although 
I try to think for myself, I need the facts 
and theories furnished by the press. 

Although I do not agree with you that 

it is possible to keep this country out 
of war, I wish you could be right in the 
‘matter. I do not wish my fellow Ameri- 
‘can citizens to suffer what I, a native of 
Europe, suffer today. But weeping and 
‘wishful thinking avail nothing. It is not 
enough to protest our unwillingness to 
take part in the massacre. We must be 
constructive. | 

I believe that it is impossible to avoid 
this great pain without sacrifices, but I 
see plenty of half-hidden evidence that 
we American citizens are contributing to 
the misery in Europe. This evidence, I 
beg you, the editor of a responsible liberal 
newspaper, to drag into daylight so that 
the public may have a good look and de- 
cide for itself the policies of trade of this 
nation. 

What are we doing? We are selling 
airplanes to the Allies. Yes, you make 
no secret of that, and the public, by and 
large, has little resentment. On the con- 
trary, we are not selling any airplanes 
to Norway, for Norway is by now a coun- 
try so poor that her currency is not even 
quoted. And we need money worse than 
Norway needs airplanes, don’t we? 

What would be the reaction of the pub- 
lic if a good amount of publicity were 
given about our sale of scrap iron to 
Japan or the export of oil to Russia? 

They say that, for every 48 barrels of 
oil we exported to Russia a month before 
the war, we sold 300 during the war in 
Finland. It doesn’t seem that anyone 

knows what-to do about it, except, per- 
haps, benefit from it. 

I have been burning to ask you, “What 
price peace?” But since war has struck 
close to myself, I mock no one for trying 
to avoid it. Czecho-Slovakia, Denmark 
(don't be fooled), Norway have paid with 
death, insanity, destruction for their ef- 
forts to keep the peace. 

They, and all other invaded countries, 
tre bleeding because their conquerors 
knew that we Americans are so utterly 
peace-loving that we would rather aban- 
don them to their fate than give up our 
chance of gain and our halo of pacifism.

A swimming pool for Webster Groves 
and direct downtown bus transportation, 
such as Clayton and other communities 
have, should be the No. 1 aims of the city 
administration. But are they? 
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QUESTIONS FOR JUDGE PADBERG. 

When will Judge Padberg rule on the motion to 
transfer the Dickmann Real Estate Co.-Kirkwood 
Trust Co. straw-sales case to another division of 
Circuit Court? 

This question comes up unavoidably now that the 
three Judges of the St. Louis Court of Appeals— 
Judges Hughes, Becker and McCullen—have unani- 
mously approved Commissioner Sutton’s opinion re- 
versing Circuit Judge Connors’ technical demurrer in 
the case of the Finance Commissioner against the 
Dickmann Co. for straw sales profits allegedly with- 
held from depositors of the closed Lowell Bank. 

It is now four and a half months since Judge 
Padberg acquired the Dickmann Co.-Lowell Bank 
case on being assigned to the equity court most re- 
cently held by Circuit Judge Oakley, under whom the 
case was heading straight for trial. 

While the case was still before Judge Oakley, 
counsel for the Dickmann company announced it was 
ready for trial, but suggested that the case be laid 
over until after Christmas. Brt on the day the case 
came before Judge Padberg, the defendant company 
contended that the suit to recover profits was an 
action in damages and so should be tried in a jury di- 
vision rather than in equity before Judge Padberg. 

That is the question now before Judge Padberg. 
In the four and a half months since then, briefs on 
the motion have been prepared and filed. Presumably, 
arguments pro and con are being studied by Judge 
Padberg, as he has the issue under submission. 

The way he rules is his responsibility. He may 
make up his mind that the case should not be trans- 
ferred. In that event, it will remain in his court and 
an obstacle to trial will have been removed. He may 
decide that it should be transferred. If he does that, 
the case will leave equity division and go to the 
assignment division for a new place on the docket, 
which means that it will begin at the bottom and 
start all over again. 

But he may rule that the case should be trans- 
ferred and yet rule so late as to kill the possibility 
of trial before fall. The last jury week of the term 
is rapidly approaching. If there is to be action with- 
out further long delay—and it must be remembered 
that it soon will be two years since the Post-Dispatch 


'disclosed the straw-man business of the Dickmann 


company—a ruling will have to come very shortly. 

This situation has important political aspects: 

Mayor Dickmann has been head of the defendant 
company. 

Mayor Dickmann’s organization made possible the 
nomination and election of Judge Padberg. 

Judge Padberg’s term is exniring. 

Judge Padberg cannot hope to be renominated with- 
out Mayor Dickmann’s support. 

Is Judge Padberg playing politics with this case? 

We ask this question because Judge Padberg has 
brazenly played politics before. He is a creature of 
the machine and he has used his position on the 
bench to play ball with the machine—notoriously so, 
as in the case of the 1936 Padberg grand jury. 

Will he soon rule one way or the other? Or will 
he wait until the primary and perhaps the election 
have intervened before there can be action?

NO “EASTER WEEK” THIS TIME. 

England may be hedged about by foes as she never 
was since 1066, or at least since the day when Drake 
and Howard left the bowling green of Plymouth to 
sail against the Armada. However, one quarter that 
caused her no end of concern during the last war is 
causing no worry today. That is Ireland. 

Despite the fact that Ireland still hopes for com- 
plete independence, Prime Minister De Valera said 
in Dublin yesterday that he believed the common in- 
terests of Great Britain and Ireland would “beget 
good relations,” and that he was trying to foster such 
relations as the basis of his policies. 

This would seem to mean, then, that, in spite of 
certain differences still remaining between the Irish 
and the English, and in spite of the sporadic activi- 
ties of the outlawed Irish Republican crmy, this war 
will see no Easter week such as that of 1916. Britain’s 
full strength will be available against the foe without 
any diversion for a siege of Dublin’s Four Courts. 
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FROM A COAL MAN WHO KNOWS. 
Coal interests in Illinois which have been critical of 


St. Louis’ smoke ordinance will do well to study a |' 


letter received here from J. D. A. Morrow, president 
of the Pittsburgh Coal Co. Mr. Morrow is one of 
the country’s largest producers of high-volatile coal— 
the Illinois kind. So he knows what he is talking 
about. He says in substance: 

His company has a processing plant which it 
uses to change its bituminous coal into smokeless 
fuel. The market for it has extended from Pitts- 
burgh to Cleveland, Erie and into Canada. De- 
mand is such that the plant runs 24 hours a day, 
and even so, enlargement is necessary. 

This same processing will make Illinois’ coal 
smokeless. This is not speculation, but a state- 
ment of fact based on the Pittsburgh company’s 
processing of coal. 

When processing develops in Illinois due to the 
incentive of the St. Louis smoke ordinance, IIli- 
nois will be able to develop other markets than 
St. Louis for smokeless fuel. Illinois will find 
its processed coal in demand over the Middle 
West. 

The message which Mr. Morrow brings to Southern 
Illinois is unmistakable. Instead of being a blow 
to coal industry across the river, St. Louis’ smoke 
ordinance holds out the promise of new life. For the 
coal industry of Illinois has been sick for years. The 
coal fields are dotted with ‘idle tipples and towns that 
are ghosts of their former selves. 

Here is not.disaster but blessing. Here is a chance 
to.come back and go on to a brighter future.

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DISCOVERY BY THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

The New York World’s Fair reopened Saturday 
for its 1940, or comeback, run, and it is by all indi- 
cations a different exposition from that of last year. 
No longer is the emphasis on grandeur and dazzle. 
In 1939, its unofficial but generally accepted symbol 
was Grover Whalen, dapper in tail coat, striped 
trousers, topper, spats, white gardenia and stick. 
This year, it is a fellow named Elmer, who sticks 
his thumbs in the armholes of his Sundayand lodge- 
night vest, the while beaming solid enjoyment over 
the delights of what is ballyhooed as the gol-darned- 
est county fair that ever came down the nike. 

The new approach is a bold flank attack the red 
ink that overwhelmed the fair’s books last year. The 
air of high-toned exclusiveness that dominated the 
advertising then resulted in comparatively d@xclusive 


attendance figures. Now the high box-office fee has 
been drastically cut, and the emphasis is on popular- 
priced ‘restaurants and concessions. At last the 
fair has discovered the secret of the dime store, the 
Automat and the Saturday Evening Post. 
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BRITAIN’S CABINET SHAKEUP. 

The new British Cabinet, although it leaves much 
to be desired, represents a great improvement over 
the Cabinet it replaces. : 

Since it introduces only two new faces, and those 
the nominal rather than the real leaders of the Labor 
party, the shifts in ‘the inner War Cabinet present 
the appearance more than the substance of change. 
But the appointments outside the War Cabinet bring 
to the front several younger men of force and ability, 
who will have a chance to qualify for greater respon- 
sibilities in the long struggle that looms ahead. 

Sir. Archibald Sinclair, who succeeds Sir Samuel 
Hoare as Air Minister, was a brave and able sol- 
dier in the last war. His political fortunes have suf- 
fered in the dead calm which in recent years has over- 
taken the Liberal party, but there are shrewd observ- 
ers who think he has real capacity. 

Herbert Morrison, perhaps the ablest member of the 
Labor party, succeeds Leslie Burgin, who had made 
a shabby record as Minister of Supply. Mr. Morri- 
son will have an opportunity to exercise the organiz- 
ing genius which enabled him to make such a con- 
spicuous success as Minister of Transport in Ramsay 
MacDonald’s Labor Cabinet. 

Mr. Morrison’s executive ability was demonstrated 
also in the manner in which he modernized the cha- 
otic government of metropolitan London. A man who 
has risen from the ranks, the new Minister of Supply 
has a directness of manner and a gift of colorful 
speech which endear him to the people. 

Anthony Eden is obviously an improvement over 
Oliver Stanley in the War Ministry. His appoint- 
ment is notice to Italy that the British Government 
is no longer greatly interested in appeasing Musso- 
lini. A better man for the war post, one would think, 
would have been Leslie Hore-Belisha, who was dis- 
placed by Stanley several months ago, but since 
Hore-Belisha and Churchill are bitter personal foes, 
that appointment was not to have been expected. 

The British are at last on the way to that general 
reconstitution of their Government which has been 
essential from the moment war was declared, and for 
which there was a tragic need long before. 
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SHIRLEY TEMPLE RETIRES. 

The topsy-turvey world of Hollywood has entered 
another item in the book of paradoxes. At 11, before 
the parents of most children have even considered 
their careers seriously, Shirley Temple has made her 
million (and more), has found her services no longer 
strictly required, and has retired, after the manner 
of a 70-year-old corporation head, to live on her in- 
vestments and enjoy some relaxation. 

The growing up of an infant prodigy is not al- 
ways a happy event, but everybody in charge of Shir- 
ley’s welfare seems to be blessed with sound com- 
mon sense.

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THE NAZIS* AIR SUPERIORITY. 

The headlines are filled with news of military ma- 
neuvers in the Low Countries—German attacks and 
the rushing in of British and French reinforcements 
to aid the latest victims of Nazi invasion. Signifi- 
cant as these details are at the moment, the out- 
come of the war may be decided by a few facts found 
in the body of a news dispatch from New York, pub- 
lished in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

From a dozen authoritative sources, says the ar- 
ticle, comes an estimate that the Germans have 20,000 
war planes, half of them for first-line service. Against 
them, the Allies “probahly can muster no more than 
8000 planes,” including the modest Dutch and Belgian 
forces. Other sources have estimated a disparity 
only slightly less. ‘ 

If this war is to be decided in the air. then the 
Germans -hold a terrific advantage over the Allies, 
This has already been seen in the Norwegian cam- 
paign. 

Why have the Allied Powers neglected their air 
forces while the Germans, starting from scratch, 
were enabled to build their mighty flying fleet? 

Perhaps first among the reasons were lethargy, in- 
efficiency, the mood of pacifism, the hope that Hitler 
could be bought off. The school that held the Nazis 
would be satisfied with a few concessions prevailed 
in both the French and British governments until 
long after Munich. Refusal to face the facts, against 
which Winston Churchill railed in Parliament for 
years, was the dominant attitude. Against the blunt- 
est of warnings from Nazi leaders, hopes for preserv- 
ing peace prevailed. 

Another reason was the wishful thinking that the 
Nazis were preparing, not for war against the West, 
but against Russia. This idea was so deep-seated 
that, almost up to the time of the Nazi-Soviet pact 
last August, British sources actually were supplying 
Germany with motors and plane parts. British pre- 
paredness did not really begin until after Munich, 
and by then the Nazis had a formidable advantage. 

Purchases from the United States cannot begin 
to even up the Allied inferiority this year, the New 
York dispatch asserts. 

Here is the crux of the tremendous problem that 
today confronts the Allies’ leaders. Can they catch 
up with Nazi air power before it is too late? 
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SALUTE TO WILLIAM BRANDT. 

“That fine old fighter, William Brandt.” That was 
the way we characterized the veteran secretary of 
the St. Louis Central Trades-the other day in an 
editorial which said that racketeering must be rooted 
out of labor unions “in justice to honest union men” 
such as Mr. Brandt typifies. 

How fine a fighter William Brandt is, how much 
he cares about doing the best job he can do and 
how little he cares for reward, financial or otherwise, 
St. Louis may read today.

PRIVATE CAPITAL FOR HOUSING.

USINESS men in Los Angeles and Kan- 
B sas City are going to work on a pressing 
American problem: housing the homeless 
and slum-dweller in decent housing units, 

The California effort is designed to reha- 
bilitate some of California’s migratory work- 
ers. Social Adjustments, Inc., of Sacramen- 
to plans to settle selected families on land, 
the use of which would be theirs for five 
years, merely for the payment of 6 per cent 
interest on a banker’s appraisal of the prop- 
erty’s value. After this, purchase will be 
arranged on 10-year easy installments. 

In Kansas City, a joint committee of the 
Real Estate Board of the Chamber of Com- 
merce has organized Civic Housing, Inc., to 
show what private enterprise can do to re- 
habilitate slum areas at a reasonable and 
practical cost. The work will be rehabilita- 
tion of run down buildings which have good 
foundations, sound walls and other struc- 
tural parts. Previous experience has shown 
that this can be done more cheaply than 
cemplete rebuilding so that rentals can be 
kept down to a reasonable level. 

Continued initiative of this sort, if it re- 
sults in achieving the desired ends, will go 
a long way toward solving a major problem. 
Everyone who is genuinely concerned with 
the housing problem will hope that these 
projects actually succeed in helping the peo- 
ple they are intended to help, as well as be- 
ing financial successes.

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WHITE SAYS BLITZARIEG 
MAY HIT ENGLAND NEXT 


War Correspondent Back in 
U. S., Impressed by Nazi 
Parachute Troops. 


NEW YORK, May 13 (AP).— 
Hitler’s next move may be a light- 
ning attack on England, William 
L. White, war correspondent, said 


today when he arrived aboard the 
United States liner Manhattan aft- 
er seven months in the war zone. 

The liner carried 811 passengers, 
many from the warring countries, 
including 300 Jewish refugees and 
125 American women and children 
from Scandinavia. 

Discussing German strategy, 
White said, “My first guess would 
be a concentrated attack on En- 
glana, but if they thought they 
could break through the Maginot 
line, they would try it.” 

Nazis Have Men to Spare. 

“This is a great offensive, and 
the attackers figure to lose two 
men to the enemy’s one. The Ger- 
mans have plenty of men to spare. 
It has been established that the 
Germans lost the last war through 
continued offensives.” 

Touching on the war’s outcome, 
White said, “I don’t see how the 
Allies can win, and I don’t see how 
they can lose.” He did not ampli- 
fy his remark. 

Referring to Germany’s para- 
chute troops, he said, “I always 
thought that was Buck Rogers 
stuff, but they have me thinking 
now. They may have something 
there.” 

The Allies’ defeat in Norway 
was “quite a bump on the nose,” 
he continued. “I am still unable to 
see how the Germans could land 
so many troops in Norway without 
more opposition.” 

White discounted reports that 
fifth column activity was decisive 
in Norway, adding that the Nor- 
wegian soldiers “only go to camp a 
couple of months in the summer.” 

Dutch Were Ready. 

“They are a fine lot of fellows, 
but not trained soldiers,” he said. 
“In The Netherlands it is different. 
They have seasoned troops, and 
they are deeply stirred by this in- 
vasion and were prepared for it.” 

He said Netherlands officials told 
him four months ago that if there 
was an invasion, they could hold 
out alone for four days, then con- 
tinue with Allied aid. 

White said he expects to remain 
in this country for the political con- 
ventions,

ency toward enemy aliens who sup- 
posedly are mostly refugees. Yes- 
terday morning the police moved 
against enemy aliens in a wide 
area extending from Northern 
Scotland to Southern England, in 
a band from the east coast many 
miles inland. All these have now 
been interned and others in the 
area around London are subject to 
the severest restrictions. 

All aliens, neutral or friendly, 
are required to report daily to the 
police, are not allowed to use mo- 
tor vehicles or bicycles and cannot 
be outdoors between 8 o’clock at 
night and 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. These restrictions do not ap- 
ply to the London area controlled 
by the metropolitan police. 

Many notable refugees are in- 
cluded—Dr. Daube, a _ fellow of 
King’s College, Cambridge, and 
Pastor Hildebrandt, a friend of 
Pastor Martin Niemoeller, impris- 
oned by Adolf Hitler. As soon as 
possible these restrictions will be 
relaxed, but at the, moment it is 
felt necessary not to distinguish 
between known anti-Nazis and 
others. 

There is no sign of the least panic 
among the people. Saturday’s 
slight air raid, which only suc- 
ceeded in dropping a few incendiary 
and high explosive bombs in the 
woods near Canterbury, seems to 
have caused no excitement at all. 

Where the fierceness of German 
attacks may have the most import- 
ant implications for the future of 
this war is in the air. Besides send- 
ing aerial reinforcements to the 
front, Britain must also be certain 
there are a sufficient number of 
fighters here to stave off an enemy 
air attack on this country which, 
many think, cannot long be de- 
layed. 

The defense problem is not an 
easy one to solve owing to the large 
number of both scattered and con- 
centrated airdromes and factories. 
There are also about 28 wide 
beaches here which offer favorable 
landing grounds. The German tech- 
nique is now disclosed, thereby al- 
lowing plans to be made for coun- 
tering it. Parachutists land on or 
near airdromes and rush the sen- 
tries and defenses. While the 
ground is being cleared, troop trans- 
ports arrive and land large num- 
bers of troops.

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FLYING DENTIST BAGK 
FROM JUNGLE TRIP 


Dr. Travis Kallenbach Com- 
pletes. 1.0,000-Mile “Flight — 
Left City April 3. 


Dr. Travis E. Kallenbach, flying 
dentist, is back in St. Louis today 
after a-solo flight of more than 
10,000 miles’ over Mexico and Cen- 
tral America. The trip, Dr. Kal- 
lenbach said, was completed with- 
out serious mishap, his only forced 
landing in 115 flying hours having 
been made Thursday at Browns- 
ville, Tex. 

“On my way back I ran into a 
storm and couldn’t get around it,” 
Dr. Kallenbach related, “so I land- 
ed in a field and then when the 
storm wnt over I came on. That 
storm was the worst weather I en- 
countered on the whole trip.” Two 
days after he left St. Louis, Dr. 
Kallenbach broke a wing spar in 
a rough landing at Corpus Christi, 
Tex., and had to remain there a 
week while repairs were made. 

Left Here April 3. 

Dr. Kallenbach, who left Lam- 
bert Field in his red Rearwind 
monoplane on April 3, told of the 
difficulties of flying in Central 
America, where five miles from 
the coast the country is mountain- 
ous or a jungle. Compared with the 
Central American jungles, he said, 
“the United States is one big air- 
port.” 

During the trip, Dr. Kallenbach 
flew over the homes of the white 
Indians in the Darien region of 
Central America and made photo- 
graphs from the air. The dentist 
sighted the Indians while flying at 
800 feet over the jungles along the 
Chucunaque River in Panama and 
most of them scampered into the 
underbrush as the plane flew over- 
head. The Indians are an albino 
tribe, short of stature, and very lit- 
tle is known about them, Dr, Kal- 
lenbach said. 

Saw Hairy Tribesmen. 

He also saw members of the La 
Candones tribe of Guatemala, 
whose bodies he described as being 
entirely covered with long hair and 
who still use blow-guns for hunting, 
and photographed them at close 
range. He stayed in Panama for 
one week, his longest stop during 
the trip, and made two excursions 
by boat and on horseback into the 
Panamanian jungles. In the Canal 
Zone, Dr. Kallenbach said, all cam- 
eras are sealed and no photography 
is permitted. 

Dr. Kallenbach, who is 37 years 
old, is a former president of the 
St. Louis Society of Dental Science. 
He is married and has three young 
daughters. 


ST. LOUIS TRAINING SCHOOL’S 
$142,000 HOSPITAL DEDICATED 


Structure at Bellefontaine Road and 
Highway 66 Has Beds for 
60 Patients. 
The new $142,000 hospital at the 
St. Louis Training School, Belle- 


fontaine road and United States | 


Highway 66, St. Louis County, was 
dedicated at ceremonies today, with 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann as 
principal speaker. Other speakers 
included Rev. Edward H. Winter- 
galen, S. J. of St. Louis University, 
William E. C. Becker, division en- 
gineer of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice; Hospital Commissioner Ralph 
L. Thompson, George McClellan, 
principal of the school, and Miss 
Florence King, administrator of 
Jewish Hospital. 

The Mayor described the $8,000,- 
000 hospital and institutional build- 
ing program conducted during his 
seven years in office. The training 
school hospital, built with funds 
from the 1934 bond issue and a 
PWA grant, has beds for 60 pa- 
tients.

Mother Duchesne Beatitfied 
at St. Peter’s in Rome 


Woman Who Introduced Society of Sacred 
Heart to New World May Be First 
American Saint. 


VATICAN CITY, May 13 (AP).— 
Mother Philippine Rose Duchesne, 
who may become the first Ameri- 
can saint, was beatified yesterday 
in St. Peter’s. Mother Duchesne in- 
troduced the Society of the Sacred 
Heart to the new world. in 1818 and 
‘is buried in St. Charles, Mo. 


| The beatification ceremony, usu- 


ally the first step toward saint- 
hood, was the first of a series of 
five to take place on successive 
Sundays. A delegation from the 
United States attended. 

Pope Pius XII visited the basili- 
ca with traditional pomp in the aft- 
ernoon to venerate the nun follow- 
ing the morning ceremony. 

St. Peter’s was brilliantly lighted. 
Two paintings depicting miracles 
attributed to Mother Duchesne 
hung from balconies within the 
basilica, while another picture of 
her was over the altar. Exposed 
on the altar was a bone from one 
of her feet. 

A large crowd attended, includ- 
ing a dozen cardinals of the Con- 
gregation of Rites and many other 
prelates and members of the papal 
court. Myron C. Taylor, personal 
representative of President Roose- 
velt at the Vatican, was among the 
members of the diplomatic corps 
who attended. 

Bells of St. Peter’s Rung. 

Mer. Alfonso Carinci, secretary 
of the Congregation of rites, read 
the declaration that Mother Du- 
chesne should be honored as one 
of the blessed. Then the bells or 
i'St. Peter’s were rung and the pic- 
‘ture over the altar was unveiled 
\while the choir chanted. Pontifical 
mass then was celebrated. 

Many nuns of Mother Duchesne’s 
order witnessed the ceremony, in- 
cluding a delegation from the 
United States. 

In the afternoon, the Pope was 
carried into the church on his port- 
able throne while the crowd 
cheered. Prayers were said and the 
Pontiff imparted benediction after 
receiving a biography and picture 
of Mother Duchesne, as well as a 
bouquet of artificial flowers, the 
customary gift at beatifications. 

Mother Duchesne, a French nun, 
introduced the Society of the Sa- 
cred Heart to the New World in 
1818, when, with four sisters, she 
landed at New Orleans. The sisters 
established their first school at St. 
Charles, Mo., then a shanty vil- 
lage. 

Established School and Convents. 

By oxcart Mother Duchesne trav- 
eled nearly to the Rocky Moun- 
tains, establishing schools and con- 
vents and tending the ill and in- 
jured. ‘Some of her cures were 
considered acts of divine interven- 
tion, and it was upon the testi- 
mony of persons involved that the 
Congregation of Rites acted. She 
died at St. Charles in 1852 and is 
buried there. 

Though born in France, Mother 
‘Duchesne would be classified as an 
American saint, as also would Moth- 
er ‘Cabrini, the Italian nun who 
organized the missionary sisters of 
the Sacred Heart of Jesus in Amer- 
ica and was beatified in 1938.

HEN a face or throat begins 
W:. lose its freshness of ap- 

pearance we speak of it as 
aging skin. This condition is 
hastened, we are told, by retarded 
circulation, nerve-strain, poor 
health or strenuous climatic con- 
ditions. 

Sometimes a long rest period, 
plenty of sun and a corrective 
diet restores a fresh beauty to our 
skin, but if an aggravating condi- 
tion continues we must resort to 
special external treatment’ aided 
by stimulating massage and good 
creams. For a skin robbed of its 
normal nourishment becomes 
flaky and dry, and those little 
lines about the eyes and mouth 
which we call expression lines, 
deepen into wrinkles and frowns, 
unless somethihg is done. But it 
must be remembered that no cos- 
metic can actually banish wrinkles. 
Wrinkles can be dimmed, but not 
erased entirely. 

Aging skins require’ richer 
creams. Creams charged with 
rich oils which should be mas- 
saged gently but firmly over the 
face and throat and on the hands. 
It is a good thing to use such a 
lubricating cream at night before 
going to bed after you have washed 
your skin thoroughly with a_ mild, 
bland soap and water. Many wom- 
en use the same cream, stintingly 
applied, as a foundation beneath 
day or night make-up. An occa- 
sional masque, not too astringent, 
aids in keeping the tiny face 
muscles firm.

Because the throat has com- 
paratively few oil glands, the skin 
there becomes dry and creepy long 
before the face skin shows signs 
of depleted nourishment, so we 
must begin to pamper our throats 
the minute we discover rings or 
dryness. The flabby pouch be- 
neath the chin (which we associ- 
ate with an old throat) comes 
later, when the masseter muscles 
which extend along the jawbone 
to the ear lose their elasticity. 
Then the nose-to-mouth lines deep- 
en and our cheeks droop. 

To prevent these unlovely beau- 
ty problems we should strive to 
keep the throat skin nicely lubri- 
cated and the tiny muscles firm. 
This is accomplished through daily 
massage, following the contour of 
your face, upward. Wisely selected 
creams will supply the skin sur- 
face with the oils it is lacking. But 
we must be consistent in our treat- 
ment of the throat if we wish to 
supplement it with what some ab- 
normal condition has destroyed. 

Splashings of warm water alter- 
nated with chilled water, give the 
skin a normal work-out. In this 
simple treatment, after a good 
skin cleansing, lies the beauty se- 
cret of our northland sisters whose 
complexions are clear and firm and 
young looking. They believe’ in 
exercising the skin pores in this 
manner at least twice a day. And, 
as you know, correct exercise in any 
form tends to keep our bodies 
younger longer, and our complex- 
ions, too!

HAT is the cause of “traffic 
W erves” 


Investigations by a psychologist, 
Dr. George H. Mount, have given 
quite a definite answer to this ques- 
tion. Dr. Mount constructed an ap- 
paratus which would make a con- 
tinuous record of the pulse rate, the 
blood pressure and the muscular 
tone of automobile drivers. It was 
almost possible in reading these 
records to locate the bumps, the 
bad paving, the narrow bridges and 
the sharp curves that had been fol- 
lowed. 

Dr. Mount found there were two 
types of strain, one, the steady 
strain caused by mental irritants, 
and, two, sudden shocks which put 
the driver’s pulse way up. When a 
passing car cut in ahead of the test 
car, the driver’s pulse jumped to 
115. The steady strain was due to 
noises, loose windows, improper 
ventilation, poor sitting posture. 

Two sets of drivers were tested. 
One group was instructed to go 
through a city and “not spare the 
horses’’—try to get ahead of other 
cars, cut the traffic signals. The 
other group was told to obey all 
traffic laws, consider the other cars 
and not make any deliberate effort 
to cover ground speedily. The 
speedy group made a run on an 
average of 28 minutes while the 
law-abiding group averaged 32 min- 
utes. This microscopic saving of 
four minutes was accomplished at 
the risk of nervous upset because 
the speeders had a pulse rate of 112 
after the run, while the law-abiders 
had a pulse rate of 80. 


The nervous irritation due _ to 
steady strain can be cut down at 
very small cost. A wrench and a 
roll of friction tape will do wonders 
towards making any car quieter. 

Ventilation in modern cars is 
taken care of by air-conditioning. 
Tn older cars the right way to ven- 
tilate in a sedan, for instance, is to 
open the rear small quarter win- 
dows about three-eighths of an 
inch, open the right door window 
not less than half or more than an 
inch. This way will insure com- 
plete change of air in the car every 
few minutes and there will be no 
draft. 

In heavy downtown traffic the 
driver’s pulse reaches, on the aver- 
age, 110. If he allows himself to 
try to get into competition with 
more rapid cars, he suffers. nerve 
shock after nerve shock. The 
speeder who is determined to get 
ahead saves very little time and 
does so at the regular damage to 
his nerves and patience and endur- 
ance,

HOW LONG should iodine be 

used in the treatment of goiter? 


It takes very little iodine to pre- 
vent simple goiter. People who use 
iodized salt continuously are mak- 
ing a mistake. Iodine need be given 
only for a short time during the 
spring and fall in order to reduce 
the simple goiters which occur in 
goitrous localities. 

Iodine is a two-edged sword in 
the treatment of goiter. It should 
be used very carefully, and we have 
a number of records of extremely 
severe reactions. These consist of 
fever, eruptions on the skin, a con- 
dition of runny nose and even jaun- 
dice. When any of these symptoms 
occur in a goiter victim who has 
been taking iodine, the iodine 
should be stopped. 

This is not to say that iodine is 
not a useful remedy in goiter. It is, 
But it is no remedy for amateurs to 
experiment with. It should be given 
under the supervision of a physi- 
cian who sees the patient at least 
once or twice a week and is able to 
regulate the dosage.

Wedge Footwear Fad for Women Is Widespread But Presents Somewhat of a Problem in Navigation.

OE to the independent woman 
who likes to turn on her heel 
and start briskly in the other 


direction the minute things aren’t ~ 


going her way! She's anchored 
down at last—not by any masculine 
fetters or restrictions against the 
rights of her sex but by the soles 


of her shoes. 


What mere man has been trying 
to do since those cave days of pre- 
historic times, the shoe designers 
have at last accomplished. Their 
success this season is beyond com- 
parison in the annals of fashion 
history, even to the era when the 
Chinese women followed the un- 
comfortable feminine fad of binding 
up their feet. 

When things reach the state that 
the best athlete in her set has to go 
downstairs backwards in her new 
pair of sandals for fear she'll take 
a tumble, and the smoothest dancer 
in the crowd has to be literally 
turned around by her partner every 
time they turn a corner, we know 
that a fashion definitely has taken 
hold. That is what has happened 
to footwear, so that putting one’s 
best foot forward really means slip- 
ping a wedge across the floor. 

Picking up one’s feet is a prob- 
lem this spring because of the fad 


for “wedgies”—a fad that is becom- 
ing so widespread that followers of 
it slink along in their street and 
dinner clothes just as they do in 
their play shoes. The fashion for 
footwear with the wedge-shaped 
sole and heel all in one section is 
a revolutionizing influence not only 
in women’s clothes but in the 
schedule of their lives. 


A casual glance at the wedge 
shoes on a woman’s feet gives the 
impression that they are heavy and 
perhaps clumsy. But ask the one 
who. wears them “and she is likely 
to tell you that they are light of 
weight and comfortable to wear. 
The trick, however, is in getting 
used to them. You need to change 
some of the old rules of posture 
and of walking in order to move 
along gracefully in a pair of pumps 
or sandals that have no separation 
on the sole between the heel and 
the toe. Walking down a gang- 
plank with ease and assurance in 
a high-heeled sandal is a simple 
accomplishment in comparison to 
walking downstairs safely in a pair 


of wedgies—until you practice the 
technique. ‘ 

Those clever shoe designers who 
have exploited the- wedge fashion 
with such success, argue that there 
is a saneness of construction as 
well as a lot of smartness about 
the style. They point out that the 
wedge design makes it impossible 
for the support under the foot 
to give way as often happens with 
the old type of shoe and ‘as a re- 
sult the wearers of wedgies never 
have to compain about tired feet. 
They also say that feet look small- 
er, although a critical spectator 
may have a different view! As 
for the manufacturer, he has had 
more than one headache in chang- 
ing his equipment to suit the new 
demand. The old system of man- 
ufacture has had to be reversed 
because the heel has to be at- 
tached to the shoe before the sole 
can be launched into place. 

Although experts differ as to the 
continued popularity of the fad, it 
is safe to predict that the vogue 
will be with us for at least another 


year. The sages are reporting that 
a fourth of the late spring and sum- 
mer sales in women’s footwéar will 
be on those of the wedge type. As 
for the fall and winter, advance 
styles show an increased variety of 
theme with emphasis upon the 
decorative possibilities of a “prop” 
heel and with contrasting leathers 
used extensively.

N the St. Louis shops, women 
Jar buying the shoes for all of 

their summer needs. They choose 
the low-heeled wedge themes for 
active sportswear and home needs, 
and venture into heels propped 
up to a height of three inches for 
their formal costumes. When it 
comes to a sandal for dancing, 
some are insisting upon the addi- 
tion of a tiny raised effect where 
the heel should be so that their 
partners won't have to lift them 
like a sack of flour when they turn 
a corner. Windows cut in the high 
heeled section, harp-shaped heels 
and sled sandals offer novel means 
of varying the heavy wedged plat- 
form soles. 

To illustrate the widespread in- 
terest in this style and to show 
the adaptability of the idea to 
many occasions, five shoes have 
been sketched from the collections 


available in St. Louis. The play 
shoe has a low wedge and a padded 
sole. This wedge is of red “duck- 
skin,” a cotton fabric, while the 
shoe itself combines blue and 
white circus stripes of the same 
material. The toe is open and the 
shoe fits to the instep like grand- 
father’s house shoes. 

Created for spectator sports 
wear is the built-up pump which is 
of white suede, trimmed with dark 
leather. The same pump may be 
obtained of elasticized linen. The 
open toe seems always in evidence. 
Created for wear with street 
clothes during the summer is the 
cleverly styled tie, the wedge of 
which has a window opening. 
White suede and brown crushed 
kid are combined for this three- 
eyelet, open-toe style although the 
same model may be obtained of 
heavy linen. 

The strap sandal which combines 
wheat linen with brown snakeskin 
will be wanted for wear with sum- 
mer prints and afternoon types of 
frocks. There is one strap at the 
instep while a tongue effect comes 
up on the frent of the foot. The 
Roman striped sandal made of 
crepe is the model to use with sum- 
mer formals. This sandal has a 
very high wedge heel made strik- 
ing by bands of leather. A draped 
bow of the leather trims the vamp 
of the shoe.

“Interesting” Again 

From Detroit: “I have followed 
your advice and have been pro- 
nouncing ‘interesting’ with four 
syllables. Today my teacher cor- 
rected me before the class, telling 
me that ‘in-trist-ing’ is the only 
correct pronunciation. Please 
comment on the word again.” 

—PERPLEXED. 


Answer: I can only repeat what 
I have previously said, “in-trist- 
ing, in-trest-ing, in-trust-ing” and 
“interest-ing” have no dictionary 
sanction for United States use. 
In my opinion, interesting is the 
most frequently mispronounced 
word in the English language. 

While the New Webster’s states 
“in-trist-ing” is preferred in En- 
gland, it is not recommended or 
even mentioned in Britain’s sacred 


and monumental Oxford diction- 
ary. “In-trist-ing” simply does not 
exist, except as a very dubious 
Briticism, as far as American dic- 
tionaries are concerned. It can 
be regarded only as an unlovely 
corruption which should be speed- 
ily purged from the American vo- 
cabulary. 

Interesting should have four dis- 
tinct syllables: in-ter-est-ing. The 
first is accented; the third rhymes 
with best, nest, rest. Correct pro- 
nunciation:, IN-ter-est-ing.

There are good brush cleansers 
on the market and turpentine also 
will help, but, in all probability, 
you will have neglected to supply 
yourself with either. You'll have to 
fall back on laundry soap. Snitch 
some from the laundry tubs. 

Now get yourself a pot. The 
kitchen should supply this if you 
let no one know what you are go- 
ing to do with it. Slip down into 
the cellar with the pot. If you meet 
anyone who may ask, “What are 
you going to do with that pot?”

Fill the pot with hot water, put 
the brush in the water and try to 
work the soap into the brush.

Importance of 
‘Hold-Up Plays’ 
In Bridge Game

HERE are certain departments 
Te play which, even in this ad- 
vanced age of bridge, have not 
been thoroughly explored by the 
great majority of players. Take 
the department of holdup plays, 
for example. The most - 
ing analysis is required to bring 
out the full potentialities of these 
plays which, perhaps better than 
any other coups, demonstrate the 
enormous importance of timing.

The bidding:

West thought for a long time 
over his. opening lead. Not that 
he had any intention of opening @& 
suit other than spades. This prob- 
lem was which spade to lead. There 
is a difference of opinion among 
authorities as to whether the king 
or the fourth highest should be 
led from a five card suit headed by 
the K-Q-9. Sometimes one lead 
works out better; sometimes the 
other. The “percentage,” in my 
ppinion, distinctly favors the fourth 
best lead, and apparently West 
agreed with me, because he select- 
ed the seven spot. Declarer won 
with the 10, and since nine tricks 
could not be run without estab- 
lishing at least one diamond, im- 
mediately returned a diamond to- 
ward dummy. West properly 
ducked, East won with the king, 
and returned a spade. Declarer 
soon found that his remaining 
A-J-2 were inadequate defense 
against the spade suit. It mattered 
little at this point whether he 
played the ace, the jack, or the 
deuce, because West was sure to 
establish the suit, get in with the 
diamond ace and cash enough 
spades to defeat the contract. Act- 
ually, declarer ducked East’s spade 
return entirely. West won with 
the nine and cleared the suit by 
laying down the king. From that 
point on declarer was helpless. 

It would have taken consider- 
able vision and the shrewdest sort 
of analysis for declarer to have 
brought home this contract, t=t 
nevertheless success was well with- 
in his grasp, The winning play 
was to concede the first trick to 
the enemy! Notice the vast dif- 
ference that this would make -in 
the subsequent play. Assuming 
East covered West’s seven spot 
with the eight and returned the 
spade six (the best defense) de 
clarer would merely duck again and 
West would be back on lead with 
the queen. Now declarer would 
hold the A-J of spades against 
West's K-9-5 and East would be 
out of the suit. West could not 
lead a third spade to any good 
purpose and declarer could clear 
the diamonds without fearing an- 
other spade lead through his 
tenace. ' 

Had West originally selected the 
spade king instead of the fourth 
highest as his opening lead, the 
same sort of holdup play would 
be required of declarer. That is to 
say, he would have to allow the 
spade king to win the trick. Later, 
when East won the lead with the 
diamond king and returned a 
spade, declarer would again play 
low, which would bring about the 
same position that should have 
been achieved against the actual 
opening of the fourth highest 
spade. The crucial point is that 
against either opening lead South 
must refuse the first trick so as 
to exhause East of spades. A close 
study of this hand is recommend- 
ed to those readers who are anx- 
ious to learn the niceties of declar- 


er’s play.
